The Hebrew prophets first became 
rmouotheists and attempted to raise the 
people out of the old superstition.

The provincial prudes, 
like mold, pretend that love is a duty 
rather than a passiou—a kind of self- 
denial—not an overmastering joy. They 
preach the gospel of pretense and pante- 
lettes. In the presence of sincerity, of 
truth, they cast down their eyes and en- 
deavor to feel immodest. To them the 
wost beautiful thing is hypocricy adorn- 
ed with a blush. 

Shey do not waik-the streeta of the 
city of life—they explore the sewers; they 
stand in the gutters and cry “Unclean!” 
They pretend that beauty is a snare; that 
love is a Delilah; that the highway of joy 
isthe broad road, lined with flowers and 
filled with perfume, leading to the city 
of eternal sorrow. 

Walt Whitman stood, when he pub- 
lished that book, where all stand to- 
night—on the perpetually moving line 
where history ends and prophecy begins. 
Ne knew something of song aud story, 
of philosophy and art—much of the 
heroic dead, of brave suffering of the 
thoughts of men, the habits of the peo- 
ple—rich as well as poor—familiar with 
labor, a friend of wind aud wave, touched 
by love and friendship. 

Walt Whitman announced the gospel 
of the body. He confrouted the people. 
He denied the depravity of man. He 
insisted that love is not a crime; that 
men and woman should be proudly na- 
tural; that they need not grovel on the 
earth and cover their faces for shame. 
He taught the dignity and glory of the 
father and mother; the sacredness of 
maternity, 

Maternity, tender and sure as the fear 
of pity, holy as sufferiug—the crown, the 
flower, the ecstacy of love. 

People had been taught from Bibles 
and from creeds that maternity was a 
kind of crime, that the woman should be 
purified by some ceremony in some teni- 
ple built in honor of some god. The 
barbarism: was attacked in “Leaves of 
Grass.” 

The glory of simple life was sung; a 
declaration of indepeudence was made 
foreach and all. Aud yet this appeal to 
manhood and to womanhood was misun- 
derstood, It was denounced simply be- 
cause it was in harmony with the great 
friend of nature. To me, the most ob- 
scene word in our language is celibacy. 

It was not the fashion for people to 
speak or write their thoughts. We were 
flooded with the literature of hypocricy. 
They cried out: “He is a defender of 
passion—he is m libertine. He lives in 
the mire. He lacks spirituality.” 

Whoever differs with the multitude, 
especially with a led mulstitude—that is 
to say, with a multitude of taggers—will 
find out from their leaders that be has 
committed an unpardonable sin, It is a 
crime to travel a road of your own, €s- 
pecially if you put up guide boards for 
the information of others.

Before all life 
is death, and after all death is life, The 
falling leaf, touched with the hectic 
flush, that testifies to autumn's death, is; 
in a subtler sense, a prophecy of spring.” 

Walt Whitman has dreamed great 
dreams, told great truths, and uttered 
sublime thoughts. He has held aloft 
the torch aud bravely led the way. 

As you read the marvelous book, or 
the person, called “Leaves of Grass,” you 
feel the freedom of the antique world; 


the first great singers—voices elemental 
as those of sca and storm, The horizon 
enlarges, the heavens grow ample, limn- 
itations are forgotten—the realization o:

That which cluirvoy- 
ants believe to see in immaterial form is 
not matter, but a spiritual counterpart 
of the object seen.

No donbt, most of your subscribers 
have read “Looking Backward,” and al- 
though it requires a stretch of imagina- 
tien to realize some portions of it, one 
cannot help sighing on closing the book, 
and wishing they had been born a little 
later. This book is already resulting in 
clubs being formed all over the country, 
and parties have gone to England and 
France to interest people there in the 
Nationalistic movement. 

This little book is doing wonders in 
the way of rousing the people to a sense 
of the country's rea] situation, and the 
danger that threatens it in the shape of 
mouopolies, that are fast making the 
poor man a begyar and the few rich men 
apower in the land. A situation to be 
deplored in this land of freedom. 


Coming, as it does, in the way of a 
novel, it engages the attention of many 
readers who could be reached in no 
other way, especially the females, a great 
portion of whom would read a novel 
with great gusto, but, I am sorry to say, 
would turn from a scientific work with 
merely a passing glance; hence Looking 
Backward is setting the world a think- 
ing in the right direction, and we feel 
that woman must do her part in the 
great work that lies before us. But how? 
The way is already opening. It is not 
through ease and luxury; a life devoted 
to the hollow mockery of fashion and 
the empty amusements of socicty, but 
with an uuwavering firmness keeping 
the needs of the people ever before us, 
and a determiuation to work unselfishly 
for the good of the masses. 


Every thinking woman must have ar- 
rived at the conclusion in her own mind 
that the best interests of the State would 
be most effectually advanced by the en- 
franchisement of woman, and were they 
sufficiently aroused to the state of affairs 
in this country, would do as much or as 
little as lies in their power to change the 
deplorable condition of matters politic- 
ally and financially.
